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Debriefing of Identity (1) Re His TPROACH Activity 


1* Following is the debriefing of Identity (1) concerning his activity 
with a TPROACH sponsored team* 

2. Subject crossed into TPROACH from KMWAAHOO on 29 May 1951* He was 
immediately called to Identity (2) by Identity (3) and after 12 days of intern- 
rogation was issued arms and dispatched to KMWAAHOO as a member of a 2 man team* 
The team's mission, according to subject, was: 

a* To distribute literature in the fora of pamphlets to various known 
- friends of TPROACH, 

b, To contact KMWAAHOOS of all age groups and infora them that a 
monthly allotment would be given to them, if they crossed into TPROACH* 

c* They were to work to establish a New Free KMWAAHOO; a socialist 
state founded on the principles of Lenin not Stalin, 

3* Subject was told by TPROACH authorities that (a) all activities carried 
out were in complete accord with KMSTRIDE and (b) that a member of the committee 
would talk to them prior to their departure* 

4« a* Prior to infiltration, subject was briefed by Identity (4), who 
informed him in the presence of an Identity (3) agent that they were to carry 
their mission out in the name of KMSTRIDE, 

b. In a second meeting, privately arranged. Identity (4) informed 
source that KMSTRIDE desired to make oontact with HTNEIGH but was prevented 
in doing so by the TPROACHES* 

c, That their present undertaking was not in conjunction with KMSTRIDE 
but that he. Identity (4), was forced at the first meeting to make such a

d„ Subject reports that the team entered KMWAAHOO o/a 15 June 1951, 
and after 7 dqys of inactivity headed for LCFLAKE*

5* Subject stated that; 

a, All KMWAAHOOS are forced to make one trip back to their homeland 
for the TPROACHES. 

b. All new border crossers are kept from making any contacts with 
fellow countrymen until they have carried out such a mission# 

c* Source stated that he knew of cases where persons were forced to 
enter KMWAAHOO under threat of injury to or imprisonment of subject *s family 
in TPROACH. 

d* Most KMWAAHOOS in TPROACH are sorry to have crossed but u*iable to do 
much about it, 

e. Source further stated that many who have attempted to enter LCFLAKE 
from TPROACH have been turned back by LCFLAKE authorities at the border. 
Subject was only able to offer Identity (5) as one of the persons so treated 
by LCFLAKE border authorities#
